Their indictment will not prevent 
their performing their official lunc- 
tions, unless they should be expelled 
and it would take a two-thirds vote 
of the branch in which they sit to 
expel them. 


It is thought that the fact that 


they have all engaged the same lav 
firm indicates they will all set up 
the same defense. 
They will prob- 


ably join in saying they sought to 
trap suspected bribeis.

The Much Talked of Rythmic Breathing. 


HE orientals have many theories In regard to the body and life 


that seem startling to the Western mind. 
Time has proven 


some of these theories to be truth. And there Is such a change 
today in the mental attitude toward new Ideas, that many of 
Eastern theories, that a hundred or so years ago would 


have received no attention whatever, are today received with at least 
an open mind. Many are willing to listen; some, to test. It Is being 
understood that truth comes In many forms and through various chan- 
nels, and not only through some one medium selected or approved 
by ourselves. Those whom we may have looked upon as outside the 
pale have more of truth than we. 


One of the beliefs of this Eastern world which Is beginning to find 


Its way westward Is the matter of rhythmic breathing. "Instead of pooh- 
poohing it as all nonsense and foolishness as we might have done In 
the past, we do not now pasa Judgment on It first, and examine It after- 
ward. Many are studying It to see If It does have the good In It the orien- 
tals claim.

(this swing, this rhythm, into the body, they say, and you will Increase 
lita power marvelously. In fact, the things they say that one can do 
'when one has mastered rhythmic breathing seem Incredible. Whether 
one would wish to go to these lengths or not Is of course a matter for 
[the Individual to decide. 
But If additional force can be gained for 


Lveryday work by rhythmic breathing. It certainly would be worth while 
•o Acquire it. 
Rhythmic breathing doee not seem easy to learn, at least to those 


not acquainted with oriental lore. Most of us have some idea of rhythm. 
,W« know It In music, or If we are entirely unfamiliar with music, the 
regular beat of those keeping step gives It But to swing this Idea of 
rhythm from these familiar matters to the heart-beat and the breath 
la not BO easy. For these are what rhythmic breathing are concerned 
with.One who understands rhythmic breathing gives these directions for 
acquiring it. Place the fingers on the pulse and get the heart-beat. Do 
thla until this beat Is perfectly familiar, even without the aid of the 
pulse. Then Inhale for a certain number of heart-beats, hold the breath 
for half this number, exhale during the full number, and rest between 
breaths the half count again. For Instance, If you Inhale while the hear! 
beats ten times, hold tho breath for five counts, exhale during ten, and 
count five before taking another breath. These proportions must be 
kept right. If the heart beats twenty times while Inhaling then hold 
the breath for ten, and «o on. When one has mastered this, one has 
the body in vibration. 
It needs to be practiced until It can be done almost unconsciously. 


One wants to feel the awing, the vibration, and one wants to master 
'it BO completely that the mind is not distracted with the counting and 
[the thought of the vibration. It wants to become as much an uncon- 
.ackms part of one's sett as ordinary breathing. 


Since It can be accomplished with a little practice and perseverance, 


.and M it Is said to increase the powers of the body it certainly seems 
[worth acquiring,
